Scene now drawn ; -what--Diftractions, 
what Fury, is the Exercife of both Sides, 
cand how little decency is obferv’d on 
oth Sides, every one is a Witnefs to — 


Now go among all the Parties, lecthem 


be Church or Diffenters, let them be 
Clergy or Laity, I do not find, or but 
very rarely, the leaft Word among them 
all, of his Influence who guides and go- 
verns the World, and who, fitting on 
high, laughs at the Devices of the Proud : 
Surely God has lefs to do in the Affairs 
of the World than he ufed, to'have, or 
elfe Men have lefs regardto it, lefs 
Thought about it, or take lefs notice of 
it, than ever they did —— Certainly no 
Age, no Circumftanco, ever appear'd in 
this World, relating to Human Affairs, 
in which the Notion of the Sovereign 
Influente of Providence in the World, 
was fo entirely left out, ’ 

‘When we talk of Partiesand of Per- 
fons, all our regret ac Changes is about 
Turning out and about ee in, and 
we fly.in the Facesof the Inftruments, 
with the Urmoft, and moft Implacable 
Fury, as if eal Power could nor 
fave us but by the Hands We Jike, or 
could not punifh us but by the Hands 
We hate —-— As if thefe Things came 
all ro pafs without any Invifible Agency, 
or without his Concern jppj> who ufed 
formerly to do all Things _ mean 
yo, Gentlemen! who call yourfelves 
Proteftants, that own a God,. a Provi- 
dence, and the Governmenr of the 
‘World to be his Prerogative >—— What 
do you mean by fetting up Inftrumients in 
his ftead, as if the Work was now taken 
out of his Hands; as if Fate and the

When, therefore, you find ftragge 
Things Tranfa@ting in the World, and 
you are oneirher Side extolling thefe, 
and depretiating thofe —— Th.s ihonld 
be the Motto over all the Amazing Oc- 
currences of theWorld, GOD REIGNS ; 
The Fury of Parties, the Ambition of 


Princes, the Envy of States-Men, the 


Power of Atmies, wha are they.? And 
what can they amount to? Like the 
Waves of the Sea, they have their ‘ne 
plus ultra fix'd by him who governs them 
all; the Wrath of Man foal praife bim, 


‘hitherto they may go, vax. as far as he 


permits them, bat no farther, 
_ What means it then that we are all 
Worfhipping the Parry-Idols of our re- 
fpective Inclinations, and have pufh’d 
ourfelves by the Hear and Warmth of 
our Paffions, to that height, that the 
Concern an Over-ruling Hand has in all 
this, is quite forgot among us: How is 
it that we never hear a Man in his Re- 
gret at thefe Things or that, fatisfie him- 
elf With ah Ejaculation to Heaven, or 
a logkirig up to his Maker ?

fare, like Animofity was never feen in 
‘a Nation-not in Arms one againft ano- 
ther. 

Indeed I cannot but acknowledge, that 
unlefs Divine Goodnefs iaterpofe, I can- 
‘pot but think, thar the Fury which now 
pofieffes rhe Spirits of Men in this Age, 
is come to that height, that it cannot 

. it cannot be reduc’d without 
Blood A Thing every good Man 
ought co tremble ro think of ; It is true, 
we are not actually in Arms, the Sword 
is not yet drawn, but-certainly the Pafii- 
ons are allin Arms, the Spirits of Men 
are on Fire, their Fury is in full Exer- 
cife, they kill, flay, burs, and deftroy 
every Day in their Reciprocal Curfes, 
Withes, and Endeavours ; and if that 
unhappy Day fhould come in this Nati- 
on, that the prefent Parties fhould be 
tet loofe by Heaven, upon one another, 
I firmly believe a more Raging, Bloody, 
Unmertciful War never was begun in 
the World, than it would be: Men 
would neither give Quarter to Body or 
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cohe (9 Way to 
{ 3 nay, fuch is 
Violeoce and Temper of the Age, that 
they Murther one another every Da 
with their Tongues, and like Sofomon's 
Mad-Man, the whole Nation are Em- 
ploy'd in cating at one anatherFirebrands, 
arrows, and Death. 

_ And whence is all this, but from caft- 
ing off theSenfe of a dak? Goyerh- 
ment of God in the World, i 
that He that made the World, guides 
it, and willdo fo in fpight of all the Par- 
ties and Powers thar are, or ever fhall 
be, and in fpight of the Fury and nae 
of Men, of what Dignity or Quality 
ever. 

And this returns me to the great Sub- 
ject of Peace now upon the Stocks ; that 
uneafie Myftery, that gives ys all fo lit- 
tle Peace among ourfelves We 
ate all now in a new Motion and Fer- 
ment, for that,a s¢ 3 faid, Our General 
has poGtive Orders not to Fight— Or, 
as it was better expreffed in the Partie- 
ment-Houfe, not to a8 5: ateat for I 
fappofe no-body thinks fo madly, thac 
the Duke of Ormond fhould haveOrders, 
that if the French had Attack'd his Army, 
they fhould have ftood ftill and. ler the 
Frené have cucthem to pieces, 

For my part, this isa Thing I /had 
meddle little with it, at Icaft yet; all Y 
fhall fay now to itis, thaf ic isa fignal 
to me of the Certainty of a Peace at 
Hand, and alittle Time will difcover 
the reft , buc I cannor tefrain from gi 
ving oneTurn torhofe People who have 
all along been fo pofitive that the Peace 
was already made, and hasbeen made 
a great while, for I muft hold rhem fo 
theirown Words : I confefs, I chought 
it very ftrange, when I found one df 
thafe People Raving like a Mad-Man 
the other Day, that rhe Queen-thould 
give Orders to the General nor to ee

one Word to fuch a Man, let him be 
who he will, which, if he can Anfwer, 
or all his Friends of that Mind, they 
are the braveft Men at a come-off, that 
ever were born, 

You fay the Peace is made, you are 
fatsified it has been Sign’d a great while 
ago, and the like—— Well, and fuppo- 
fing that to be true, Would you have 
had the Quéen then have Murther’d Ten 
Thoufand Men in a Batrle? Would you 
have had her Majefty ler her Subjects 
be Butcher’d, and fer them a Killing the 
Subjects of a*Nation you are at Peace 
with p——- How can thefe Things con- 
fitt 2 If the Peace is made, it is 
but Honeft and Chriftian ro prevent 
more Blood-fhed, unlefs you would, 
like Abaer and Joab, Ice the Young Men 
arife and play together, and have Ten or 
Twenty Thouland Men kill’d to make 
a little Sport, as I have heard fome call 
it: Either you are wrong now, or you 
were wrong before ; as for the reft of 
this Unfighting War, let it alone till 
we hear fatther, 

Thisis an Argument to none but thofe 
Imention, who have prepared this Lath 
for themfelves, by their own prepoftrous 
Arguing abour the Peace being already 
made ; nor but that if a Peace be not 
actually made, yet if it be certain, and 
10 in View, as fome fay, that it is as 
good as finifh'd ; I muft own it would 
be but odd to let 20e000 Men Fight to- 
day, who may be all made Friends _to- 
morrow.

Now they begin the Campaign ; fome Fight 
andfome Treat, and fome both Treat and 
Fight, and fome who talk as Lig as anys 
neither Fight nor Treat: The War goes 
on awkardly and heavily, as if th:y fought 
with ani Will: French Cunning pre- 
vails in many Courts, and they have Veace 
in Effet, when they War in Appearance ; 
thus the War now rather impoverifhes than 
deftroys, and there u likely to be more. Mo- 
ney than Blood, loft ths Campaign.
